To  ffrow  a good  crop  of  spring  cabbage,  we  would  advise  selecting  a deep  sandy  loam  with  a southern 
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30  inches  apart.  It  is  important  to  set  the  plants  deep  m the

CULTURE. 

It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  in  growing  onions  to  have 
the  right  kind  of  soil,  and  in  the  highest  state  of  cultivation. 
Select  a deep,  sandy  loam,  plow  and  harrow  until  the  soil  is 
thoroughly  pulverized.  Apply  from  thirty  to  forty  loads  of 
well-rotted  stable  manure  to  the  acre,  that  is  free  from  weed 
seeds,  and  plow  in.  Also  apply  500  pounds  of  high  grade 
fertilizer  to  the  acre  and  harrow  in.  Mark  the  rows  from 
fourteen  to  fifteen  inches  apart,  and  set  out  the  plants  from 
3 to  4 inches  in  the  row.  They  should  be  worked  with  a hand 
plow  as  soon  as  they  start  to  grow,  and  the  soil  should  be 
stirred  after  every  rain.  When  they  start  to  make  bulbs, 
apply  broadcast  200  pounds  of  Nitrate  of  Soda  to  the  acre, 
and  cultivate  in.

FIELD  OF  OUR  ONION  PLANTS. 


tomato  IS  one  of  the  most  important  and  best  paying  truck  crops  that 
, ® raised  m the  South,  especially  if  they  can  be  raised  in  time  for  early 
marxet.  In  order  to  do  this,  you  should  buy  your  plants  early  in  March,  and 
set  out  m cold  frames,  from  four  to  five  inches  apart,  and  protect  them  from  \ 

irost  with  sheetin.g.  When  all  danger  from  frost  is  over,  they  should  be 
blocked  out  with  a spade,  and  taken  to  the  field  with  the  soil  adhering  to  the 
roots  and  set  out.  By  doing  this,  you  will  be  able  to  put  tomatoes  on  the 
market  three  weeks  earlier  than  tomatoes  grown  from  plants  set  direct  from 
the  seed  beds  to  the  open  field. 

CULTURE:  In  order  to  grow  a full  crop  of  tomatoes,  select  a sandy  loam 
soil  that  is  high  and  well  drained.  Plow  deep,  and  harrow  thoroughly. 

Apply  broadcast  500  pounds  of  high  grade  fertilizer  to  the  acre,  and  harrow 
in.  Lay  off  the  rows  from  four  to  five  feet  apart,  and  apply  500  pounds  of 
fertilizer  in  the  drill,  and  mix  thoroughly  with  the  soil.  The  plants  should 
be  set  from  three  to  four  feet  apart  in  drill,  and  if  they  are  a foot  or  more 
high,  lay  them  down  at  an  angle  of  45  degrees,  and  cover  the  stem  up  to  the 
leaves.  The  stem  will  then  put  out  roots,  and  the  plant  will  grow  off  much 
faster  than  if  set  straight,  and  blown  about  by  the  wind. 

The  crop  should  be  hoed  twice,  and  cultivated  three  to  four  times,  until 
the  leaves  cover  the  ground.

POTATO  PLANTS 


For  sweet  potatoes,  select  a warm  sandy  loam,  well  filled  with  humus, 
but  they  will  produce  a fairly  good  crop  on  most  any  kind  of  soil,  jmbvided 
it  is  well  drained,  and  adequately  supplied  with  plant  food.  Plow  the  l^’^d 
shallow,  as  deep  plowing  produces  too  many  strings  and  badly  formed  tutors. 
Harrow  and  pulverize  thoroughly,  and  lay  off  the  rows  from  3 to  3%  feet 
apart,  and  apply  in  the  drill  500  to  1,000  pounds  of  fertilizer,  accordii^  to 
fertility  of  your  land.  The  fertilizer  should  analyze  8 per  cent,  of  phosphoric 
acid,  3 of  ammonia,  6 of  potash.  Mix  the  fertilizer  in  the  drill  before  cover- 
ing and  cover  by  throwing  a furrow  from  each  side,  knock  off  the  top  and 
set  the  plants  about  18  inches  apart.  If  the  soil  is  dry,  make  holes  with  a 
hoe  about  two  inches  deep,  set  the  plants  in  the  holes,  apply  about  half  a 
■ pint  of  water  to  the  hole  and  cover  with  dry  soil.  , 

In  working  the  crop,  throw  the  soil  to  the  plants,  so  when  you  lay  them 
by,  you  will  have  a good  bed,
